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Grant means pioneering project can start 

JOBS BOOST AT 
£25m RAIL HUB

CRUCIAL funding for a mul¬ 
ti-million pound light railway 
project in Dudley - creating 
more than 200 jobs - has been 
given the go-ahead. 

Work on the £25 million transport 
innovation centre which will be used 
for the design and construction of 
lightweight rail coaches and rail line 
is now expected to start early next 
year. 

The Black Country Local Enterprise Partner¬ 
ship (LEP) has unanimously approved a £18.5m 
grant towards the scheme. The new centre will 
be built at the site of 
the former Dudley train 
station in Castle Hill. 

LEP member Chris 
Handy, chief executive 
of the Accord Group, 
said: “It’s going to be 
an internationally re¬ 
nowned centre and the 
fact it is going to be 
here in the Black Coun¬ 
try is terrific.” 

The money will be 
spent on building the 
centre and a test track. 
The cost of the wider project, including small 
business units and and a vehicle store, totals 
£29.5m. 

Funding bids have been made to other au¬ 
thorities for the remainder of the cash. 

Connections 

The search for a main contractor will be 
launched this month, with work due to get 
under way in January . The test track is ex¬ 
pected to be completed by March 2019. 

The centre will investigate ways of reducing 
the weight and cost of a railcar by half in order 
to enable cheaper connections between subur¬ 
ban and rural areas. 

Very Light Rail (VLR) could put the old rail 
routes in towns and cities back into service at a 
fraction of the cost of heavier rail alternatives. 

Research and development laboratories, as 
well as facilities for manufacturing and train¬ 
ing would also be built as part of the scheme.

Mr Vickers manages 30 acres of vines and 
produces award-winning wines crafted by his 
son Clive. The family business also includes a 
popular deli and tearoom run by Clive’s wife 
Lisa.

THE restoration of Dudley Hippodrome has 
been thrown into doubt as a ‘crucial’ meet¬ 
ing with council bosses is set to determine 
its future. 

Campaigners say they may not be able 
to fund their bid to bring the landmark the¬ 
atre building back to life with just a five-year 
lease. A statement released on behalf of 
the group said they had come to a ‘stand¬ 
still’. It reads: “We always knew that the 
lease was nowhere near long enough but 
we had no alternative.” 

A fundraising drive to raise £10,000 to¬ 
wards renovation was launched last month.

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Accident victim's family reveal anguish 



Phyllis Fielding 


THE family of an 88-year-old woman 
who died after being hit by an Iceland 
delivery van in Wordsley have said they 
are utterly devastated. 

Phyllis May Fielding died in hospital 
after being hit by the van on September 
8 outside the Sainsbury’s Local super¬ 
market on Lawns wood Road in Word¬ 
sley. 

She was taken to Queen Elizabeth 
Hospital in Birmingham following the 
accident, that took place at around 
1.15pm. 

The Midland Air Ambulance flew in 
from Cosford but she was taken to hos¬ 


pital by land ambulance. A doctor and 
critical-care paramedic brought in on 
the air ambulance continued treatment 
on the way to the hospital. 

Investigations 

The driver involved in the incident 
stopped at the scene and assisted the 
police with their investigations. 

In a statement, the family of Phyllis 
Fielding said: “We are utterly devas¬ 
tated to have lost our loving mom, nan 
and great-nan in such tragic circum¬ 
stances. 

“We, as a family, ask for privacy 


and time to grieve at this very difficult 
time.” 

At the time of the incident, West Mid¬ 
lands Ambulance Service spokesman 
Jamie Arrowsmith had said: “We were 
called at 1.17pm to Lawnswood Road to 
reports of a collision between a van and 
a pedestrian.” 

The road was closed for a period after 
the collision.

DRIVERS are set to face more 
roadworks misery over the com¬ 
ing weeks. 

Roads will continue to be dug up in 
and out of Wolverhampton later this 
month, while in Sandwell and Dudley 
motorists will be hit by delays into 
Blackheath starting from next week. 

The A4123 Birmingham New Road will 
close to motorists for two weeks from Sep¬ 
tember 25 in the Lanesfield area as work is 
carried out to resurface the road. 

It is currently part of a diversion route in 
and out of the city as the A41 Bilston Road 
remains closed to inbound traffic. 

The resurfacing work will continue until 
October 9 and will take place from 8pm to 
5am during weekdays. 

Signs have already been put in place by 
the council, warning motorists of the works 
and potential delays. 

Battle 

Already drivers looking to enter the city 
centre have to battle against lane restric¬ 
tions to cross the St George’s tram stop and 
Piper’s Row. 

Meanwhile in Dudley, traffic chaos is an¬ 
ticipated for up to four weeks when a major 
route into Blackheath is resurfaced. 

Council bosses say work will be carried 
out on Long Lane, Halesowen, from near 
The Stag and Three Horseshoes pub to 
Shell Corner. It was due to start on Tues¬ 
day and would see stop/start signs used 
which will limit the speed of traffic be¬ 
tween 9.30am and 3pm. The work should 
be completed by October 5 with phase two 
following next year. 

Councillor Stuart Henley: “This work 
is needed to be done because of the road 
surface and potholes. It will cause chaos 
but I just hope that disruption is kept to 
a minimum.” 

Sandwell Cycles owner, Peter Wilson, 
on Long Lane, said he fears the work will 
cause him to lose custom. He said: “It is a 
struggle for us small businesses as it is.” 


THIS was the scene after a factory 
in Brierley Hill was left damaged 
by a fire broke out on plastic pal¬ 
lets. 

More than 20 firefighters were 
called to a blaze at SR Construc¬ 
tion on Leys Road at The Premier 
Industrial Estate in Brierley Hill 
on Sunday. 


Five crews were sent to tackle 
the blaze after flames spread from 
plastic pallets to the building. 
The incident happened at around 
5.40pm. Smouldering remains of 
plastic could be seen outside of the 
building on Monday. 

Crews from Brierley Hill, Stour¬ 
bridge, Dudley and Haden Cross 


attended. A fire service spokesman 
said: “It was a fire to a large quan¬ 
tity of plastic pallets at the back of 
a factory that then spread to the 
property itself. We are still working 
to determine a cause.” 

“We had one hose reel and one 
main jet in place. Crews left the 
scene at 19.18pm.”

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Lenny and 
Dawn had 
been targets 
for racists 

ACTRESS and comedian Dawn 
French has revealed that she and for¬ 
mer husband Sir Lenny Henry had to 
employ security to protect them from 
racist attacks at their home after they 
adopted a mixed-race daughter. 

The couple were subject to ‘hatred’ 
from strangers with people trying to 
burn their house down, French said 
in an interview. 

The Vicar of Dibley star, who was 
married to Dudley-born Sir Lenny be¬ 
tween 1984 and 2010, said the attacks 
had made her ‘steel up a bit’ but ad¬ 
mitted she felt lucky to have been in 
a position to bring in protection. They 
adopted their daughter Billie in 1991. 

French said in an interview: “I fell 
in love with a man and he happened to 
be black and we adopted a mixed-race 
daughter. I only realised it was an 
issue when there was hatred. I had to 
attend to it when people tried to burn 
our house down and left s*** on the 
door. But although that was hugely 
disappointing and shocking, you have 
to get past it.” 

She added: “We were lucky we had 
a big house and a gate and could em¬ 
ploy people to protect us when we 
needed it. Lots of mixed-race couples 
weren’t so lucky.” 

French has spoken previously 
about the racism faced by Sir Lenny 
and their daughter, describing how 
someone had tried to burn down their 
house. 

£2m fund in bid 
to attract films 

IT has been a setting for crime thrill¬ 
ers, historical dramas and zombie ep¬ 
ics - and now millions of pounds are 
being set aside to attract more film 
productions to the West Midlands. 

Funding for the creative industries 
in the area is being refocused on film 
and digital media production. 

West Midlands Mayor Andy Street 
has announced that £2.1 million is to 
be put into a production fund and a 
new screen bureau for the region. 

Creative England is in final contract 
negotiations with the Government to 
secure the major investment to bring 
movie productions to the region. 

The West Midlands Production 
Fund has already supported a num¬ 
ber of productions, including zombie 
horror movie The Girl With All The 
Gifts, which starred Gemma Arterton, 
Glenn Close and Paddy Considine. 
The apocalyptic thriller was partly 
filmed at Guest Hospital in Dudley 
and on Cannock Chase. 

Jawbone and Spooks: The Greater 
Good were also filmed in the region 
and major TV productions, like Peaky 
Blinders, have been made at the Black 
Country Living Museum. 


'No choices' left over mosque move 


DUDLEY’S Central Mosque has 
been left with ‘no choices’ over a 
long-awaited move, a senior member 
has said. 

Muhammed Ammar Khan said that 
the Muslim community was stuck 
with a building that was no longer 
suitable. Muslim leaders have been 
trying to leave the main mosque on 
Birmingham Road for 20 years in 
search of a bigger space. 

A battle over plans for a new 
mosque on Hall Street dragged on 
for more than a decade before finally 
Dudley Central Mosque on Castle Hill being thrown out. There is growing 



frustration with a revamp of the cur¬ 
rent building unlikely. 

The Dudley Muslim Association 
(DMA) was forced to admit defeat two 
years ago over Hall Street when the 
saga was finally settled in court. 

Officials hoped they would be able 
to continue to work with Dudley 
Council to assess alternative options 
for a new mosque suitable for the 
community. Council bosses insisted 
they would be willing to listen to any 
new proposals. 

Mr Khan, a former treasurer at the 
Central Mosque, said: “We need a re¬ 


placement mosque. We are a charity. 
We can’t compete with the local au¬ 
thority or anyone else, we don’t have 
the funds. We can’t spend £1 million 
to buy land. Hall Street was the best 
option for us. We have no choices left. 

“The current building is listed and 
is next to the bus station and a dual 
carriageway. We can’t do anything 
with the current building. It leaves us 
nowhere.” 

Council leader Patrick Harley said: 
“We are always willing to sit down 
and talk to them (the DMA) but they 
have to contact us.” 


Tycoon in hurry to build 
car park near hospital 


BLACK Country business tycoon 
Roy Richardson said he hopes to 
submit plans for a new public car 
park near Russells Hall Hospital ‘as 
soon as possible’. 

The businessman - who founded Mer¬ 
ry Hill shopping centre with his brother 
- is keen to build the car park on land he 
owns off the A4101 High Street, opposite 
the hospital and hopes to start within 12 
months. 

It would offer low-cost parking in a bid to 
help clear surrounding streets which are often 
clogged with cars. 

Mr Richardson, aged 87, revealed he had 
held discussions over the plans and said he was 
keen to get the project moving. 

He owns land next to Servosteel, on the main 
road next to the hospital, and has met with 
council bosses to gauge opinion. 

The magnate, who is among the richest 
people in the Midlands, said: “There has been 
a couple of meetings. It looks as though it is 
going to move forward. We want to make sure 
we are aware of any objections before we go to 
planning. If all goes well we would hope to get 
it built within 12 months.” 

Residents 

The wealthy businessman, whose family is 
reported to be worth £450 million, has said he 
would want the car park to have low charges 
as he was unhappy at how much patients and 
visitors have to pay to visit hospitals. 

He is also hopeful his venture could help 
solve problems for frustrated residents who 
live on side streets near Russells Hall and 
have had to put up with hospital visitors’ cars 
parked outside their homes. 

Mr Richardson, who along with his late twin 
brother Don led the development of Merry Hill 
in the 1980s, told the Express & Star last year: 
“Quite frankly, once people have paid tax on 
their car they don’t want to be penalised by car 
parking penalties, particularly at hospitals.” 

The Dudley Group NHS Trust has yet to 
comment on whether it would be opposed to a 
car park being built close to the hospital.

Brum rival looks 
set to drop bid 

BIRMINGHAM has taken another 
step towards hosting the 2022 Com¬ 
monwealth Games with one of its 
main rivals set to pull out. 

Kuala Lumpur in Malaysia is be¬ 
lieved to be considering dropping its 
bid to host the Games, which would 
leave only Australia - already hosting 
the 2018 event - and Canada likely to 
provide competition. 

It is the latest boost for the second 
city after it was chosen as the UK can¬ 
didate ahead of Liverpool. 

If Birmingham is successful, it 
would lead to events coming to the 
Black Country with Sandwell to host 
swimming and diving competitions. 

f £10m taken' in 
Airbnb bookings 

PEOPLE in the West Midlands took in 
£10 million through Airbnb bookings 
in 14 months, the company claims. 

In a report, the firm said 132,000 
people had booked through the web¬ 
site, using hosts in the region. It said 
the number of bookings from July to 
September had more than doubled. 
The hosts took £10m in bookings, and 
the guests spent £52m in the region. 

There are 4,300 Airbnb listings in 
the West Midlands, with each host 
earning around £2,400, the report 
says. 

James McClure, from Airbnb, said: 
“The UK continues to break records 
on Airbnb.”

island revamp is needed 


Traffic 

LONG-AWAITED work to revamp 
one of the Black Country’s busiest 
roundabouts needs to be completed 
‘as soon as possible’ to tackle conges¬ 
tion, a council leader warns. 

The overhaul of Birchley Island at 
junction two of the M5 has been in 
the pipeline since 2014. Ongoing road¬ 
works elsewhere on the motorway are 
causing serious delays for motorists 
using the island in Oldbury, which 


sits at the junctions of the M5 and 
Wolverhampton Road/Birmingham 
New Road. 

Sandwell Council leader Steve 
Eling has called for funding for the 
plans to upgrade the roundabout to 
be handed over ‘sooner rather than 
later’ to combat the daily disruption 
for commuters. 

The scheme preferred by the coun¬ 
cil would see changes to lanes but also 


involves extending Wolverhampton 
Road on a new roadway through the 
roundabout to create a two-way ‘ham¬ 
burger’ island. That could cost around 
£12.7 million. 

Councillor Eling said: “The only 
thing we’re waiting for is the funding 
to actually deliver this. A lot of work 
has been done on junction two and 
now it’s sitting there gathering dust. 

“We need to get on with the job and 


soon 

get the funding - that can’t come soon 
enough. A scheme has been developed 
that will increase the capacity at that 
island so it can deliver more traffic. It 
needs to be done.” 

The ‘hamburger’ scheme, which 
would see the island split to allow 
traffic to run through the centre of it, 
was approved by planners last year. 
If and when the work begins, it is ex¬ 
pected to take two years to complete. 


Women's feud resulted 
in violence at casino

A FEUD between two women 
over the same man exploded 
into violence at a casino and 
landed him in jail. 

The women had not met before 
but had been involved in an angry 
exchange of text messages four 
months earlier, a judge was told. 

Abigail Proudlock and the other 
woman, both aged 25, had both fea¬ 
tured in the life of 28-year-old Santosh 
White. Wolverhampton Crown Court 
heard that trouble flared after the trio 
met by chance at Castle Casino in Dud¬ 
ley in the early hours of February 22. 

Mr David Bennett, prosecuting, 
said White, who had been drinking, 
demanded the other woman apologise 
to Proudlock and turned violent when 
she refused. 

Kicked 

Proudlock punched her victim, 
grabbed hold of her hair, pulled her to 
the floor where the woman was hit at 
least twice by her and then kicked in 
the face by White, fracturing a bone. 

Others intervened to stop the vio¬ 
lence and the woman was taken to hos¬ 
pital. The injury required 23 stitches 
and root canal work to save her teeth. 

Mr Babir Adris, defending, said of 
White: “He had consumed too much 
alcohol.” 

Miss Suzanne Francis, representing 
hairdresser Proudlock, maintained her 
client, of previous good character, was 
‘appalled’ by the woman’s injuries. 

The pair, who lived together in Nor¬ 
ton Street, Winson Green, both admit¬ 
ted causing grievous bodily harm. 

He had previous convictions for 15 
offences and was jailed for two years 
nine months. She was given a 13 
month sentence, suspended for two 
years, with 100 hours unpaid work 
and ordered to pay a total of £2,200 in 
compensation and costs.

Noise fears 
led to the 
rejection of 
homes plan 

PLANS for dozens of homes on a for¬ 
mer industrial estate in Brierley Hill 
have been rejected after councillors 
raised fears about noise. 

Dudley Council’s development con¬ 
trol committee refused the plans for 
35 houses and 22 apartments to be 
built on the site of a former car body 
repair specialist BodyKraft Limited. 

In the proposal, a barrier was being 
discussed to block noise from neigh¬ 
bouring Hammond Chemicals, but 
a lack of detail meant this wasn’t 
enough to satisfy the panel. 

Housing developer Westleigh Part¬ 
nerships Limited/Accord Group had 
been hoping to build the properties 
on Canal Street. 

Hammond Chemicals opposed the 
proposals. In a statement the com¬ 
pany said: “We are now extremely 
concerned that placing the dwellings 
so close to our boundary will lead to 
unnecessary conflict between our on¬ 
going and future industrial activities 
and these residents.” 

Concerns were raised over the con¬ 
fidence placed in the plan to tackle the 
noise issues of the factory if the appli¬ 
cation were to get the green light. 

Fears over both day and night time 
noise pollution were a key talking 
point at last week’s meeting and ulti¬ 
mately decided the application’s fate. 

At the meeting Councillor John 
Martin said: “I’m very concerned 
about the impact this will have on the 
ability of the business to operate and 
to develop their business in the fu¬ 
ture. I’m not wanting to approve this 
in it’s present state.” 

He added: “I think it’s reasonable 
to ask the applicant to take a little bit 
more time and bring it back.” 

Losing funds adds 
‘insult to injury’ 

HOSPITALS failing to meet NHS tar¬ 
gets should not be punished by having 
funding withheld, says Dudley North 
MP Ian Austin. 

Labour’s Mr Austin hit out at the 
Government after it was revealed 
Russells Hall Hospital is likely to 
be denied £250,000 in funding. The 
money would have come from the Sus¬ 
tainability and Transformation Fund, 
which was set up by the Government 
to reward hospitals that meet perfor¬ 
mance and financial targets. 

However, concerns have been raised 
that the strict terms of the fund could 
result in struggling hospitals being 
left behind. 

He said: “Russells Hall has already 
been forced to lose hundreds of staff 
as a result of Government rules that 
have cut spending at the hospital.”

Watchdog 
says school 
is on the 
right track 

A BLACK Country school which fell 
below standards is now making pro¬ 
gress, a watchdog has stated. 

Rufford Primary in Stourbridge 
was rated as ‘requires improvement’ 
by Ofsted following their visit last 
November. 

The three key areas which were un¬ 
derperforming were leadership, teach¬ 
ing, and pupils’ results. While the 
early years provision and the school’s 
actions toward pupil development 
were deemed to be ‘good’. 

Now the regulator has provided 
feedback on its follow-up monitoring 
inspection which took place in July. 

Inspector Tim Hill, in a letter to 
headteacher Alice Middleton, said the 
school was on the right track but im¬ 
provement was still needed. 

He said: “Senior leaders and gov¬ 
ernors are taking effective action to 
tackle the areas requiring improve¬ 
ment. You have been quick to respond 
to most of the issues that were identi¬ 
fied at the last inspection. 

“You have made an honest ap¬ 
praisal of the school and produced 
an accurate self-evaluation. This has 
been used to form the school’s devel¬ 
opment plan which, in its broadest 
sense, identifies the right priorities. 

“The plan lacks a degree of preci¬ 
sion. Despite this relative weakness 
in action planning, you have a clear 
understanding of what is required to 
make the school good.”

Police in new bid to recover firearms 



Police plea to get guns off the streets 


A FIREARMS ‘surrender’ scheme 
means guns can be handed over to the 
police in the Black Country without 
fear of prosecution. 

Shotguns, rifles, BB guns, imita¬ 
tion firearms, ammunition and an¬ 
tique firearms can all be surrendered 
at police stations across the region 
throughout September. West Mid¬ 
lands Police can also arrange for of¬ 
ficers to make home collections. 

Live weapons will be checked for 
any evidence of criminal use. The 
weapons will either be destroyed or 
retained for training exercises. 


It is hoped the move will stop weap¬ 
ons, even fakes, from potentially fall¬ 
ing into the hands of criminals. 

Detective Chief Inspector, Rich 
Agar, said: “Past experience tells us 
there will be people in the West Mid¬ 
lands who, out of misguided loyalty, 
are storing guns for partners, rela¬ 
tives or friends. They are risking life 
behind bars, even if they have no in¬ 
tention of using the gun themselves. 
They need to contact us before it’s too 
late. 

“The problem of antique weapons 
is another emerging threat. There 


could potentially be thousands of Sec¬ 
ond World War guns unaccounted for. 
Criminals can reactivate these guns 
and an ‘underground’ armourer pro¬ 
vide bespoke ammunition, so please 
hand these in and don’t risk them 
falling into criminal hands.” 

The surrender is being run as a 
pilot ahead of a national firearms sur¬ 
render in November.Stations where 
firearms can be surrendered include 
Brierley Hill, West Bromwich and 
Wolverhampton. More than 130 fire¬ 
arms were handed in during the last 
firearms surrender, in 2014. 


Mega-tip move at depot 
is binned by council 


CONTROVERSIAL plans to trans¬ 
form a depot in Brierley Hill into 
the borough’s main refuse tip have 
been scrapped. 

Dudley Council bosses have confirmed 
that the proposal to move waste opera¬ 
tions to the Leys Depot has been thrown 
out. 

However, they have not ruled out closing 
Stourbridge tip, a plan put forward by Labour 
when it was in control of the local authority. 

The plan to move to Leys Road was tabled 
by the Labour group earlier this year, spark¬ 
ing a revolt from opposition councillors, but 
a change in leadership at the council in May 
threw the scheme up in the air. 

Now Karen Shakespeare, environmental 
boss, said Leys Depot had been ruled out. 

The plan was put forward in a bid to save 
money, as the Leys Depot is owned by the coun¬ 
cil and a move there would be cheaper than 
buying another site. 

Traffic 

But it sparked a backlash due to fears over 
an increase in traffic on major roads near 
Merry Hill shopping centre and potential im¬ 
pact on a nearby nature reserve. 

Councillor Shakespeare said a feasibility 
study had been ordered on alternative sites 
and that it was her preference for there to be 
tips serving both the north and south of the 
borough. 

She said: “The only option given was the 
Leys, which the Conservative group was 
against due to location and access. Local coun¬ 
cillors were against it as well. 

“We have ruled out Leys. The access was 
very narrow. You have got to think about logis¬ 
tics and what is right for residents.” 

Councillor Shakespeare said Stourbridge tip 
was not suitable. She added: “We are looking at 
a range of options.That site (Stourbridge) is too 
small. It would be good to have somewhere that 
could accommodating a recycling site.” 

Councillor Paul Brothwood, UKIP leader in 
Dudley, said his party members would have 
voted against a move to the Leys Depot.

A BLANKET 20mph speed limit in Dudley 
town centre is one of the more eye-catch¬ 
ing plans in the exciting new transport 
plan for the West Midlands Combined 
Authority.

THE other two priorities in the transport 
plan seem to be bendy buses and an ex¬ 
tension to the Midland Metro tram link.

THE expression “as thick as thieves” de¬ 
scribes the tendency of dishonest people to mix 
with their own sort. It’s a confusing expression 
because so many thieves are, well, simply thick.

A GUARDIAN columnist who was a great 
fan of the Greenham Common peace camp of 
the 1980s writes a piece headlined: “Why an¬ 
ti-nuclear protests need an urgent revival.” Not 
all her readers are convinced. As one puts it, 
tongue firmly in cheek: “If there is one thing that 
will stop North Korea it is a load of women in 
monkey boots eating lentils in a field.” 


Don’t let 
ref pay the 
Denalty for 
Deing gay 


THE name of Ryan Atkin would not mean 
a lot to those who follow football. He’s 
probably known even less outside the 
game. 

However, he has made what could 
prove to be a monumental decision. He’s 
a referee. And he’s also admitted he is 
gay. Atkin coming out has reopened the 
debate about homophobia surrounding 
what is known as the beautiful game - 
and sport in general. 

Of course, his sexuality, like anyone 
else’s, should not really be a matter of 
concern to other people. But, in an era, 
and industry, where being openly gay 
is still rare, more has to be made of his 
admission. In such a male-orientated en¬ 
vironment, it’s certainly a bold statement 
to make. 

This year marks the 50th anniversary 
of the beginning of decriminalisation of 
homosexuality in England and Wales, yet 
people in all walks of life are still afraid 
to come out for fear of abuse. It’s hard 
to believe that such attitudes exist in the 
21st century. 

Sportsmen coming out have been few 
and far between. Athlete Colin Jackson 
and rugby player Gareth Thomas, former 
Villa player Thomas Hitzlsperger, US soc¬ 
cer player Robbie Rogers and diver Tom 
Daley are among the notable exceptions, 
but few, if any, come out while still at the 
height of their career. 

I am sure that for the above sportsmen, 
their announcements would have lifted 
a weight off their shoulders, and at the 
same time earning them more respect 
and a host of new supporters. 

For campaigners, Atkin’s admission is 
a starting point in getting others to open 
up and be accepted. But there is still a 
long way to go. 

Ryan Mather is the founder of Hud¬ 
dersfield Town’s LBGT+ group and be¬ 
lieves it is a positive step forward as fans 
look for a role model. 

Atkin himself will be taking charge of 
games in the National League North and 
South divisions this season, but can also 
operate at up to Championship level as 
a fourth official. This, to a certain extent, 
would take him out of the firing line for 
abuse. Referees suffer enough of this 
as it is, so to be a referee and gay really 
does take some bottle. It’s an admirable 
decision. Campaigners feel it could lead 
to others, even Premiership officials, to 
open up and they hope Atkin could be a 
champion of their cause. 

My own view is that Atkin, by coming 
out, is taking a stand against the prej¬ 
udiced bullies. And he’s more of a man 
than the abusers will ever be.

Had it been struck by a mower this 
would have had to have been with con¬ 
siderable force, and the stone would 
most certainly show the markings of 
being hit, if not being broken. This is 
not the case. 

The grass in the churchyard is cut 
monthly by Dudley Council and the 
council therefore should be able to 
identify the employee and establish 
whether the damage was accidental. 


The police, it would appear, are 
treating the incident lightly and do not 
seem especially bothered about inves¬ 
tigating it, which in view of the signif¬ 
icance of the grave and the person in 
whose memory it was constructed, is a 
very sad reflection of the current times.

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Driver knocked rider 
off motorbike and fled 

A DRIVER from Dudley who knocked a motorcyclist off 
his bike before fleeing the scene and then crashing has 
been handed a suspended prison sentence and driving ban. 

Yaser Karim, of Bunns Lane, appeared to be racing with 
another vehicle while travelling on the A442 Queensway in 
Telford in June last year, Telford Magistrates Court heard. 

Mr Chris Coughlan, prosecuting, said the motorcyclist 
was knocked unconscious but 25-year-old Karim acceler¬ 
ated away in a Renault Clio, leaving the rider in the road. 

Mr Coughlan said: “This is a truly shocking piece of driv¬ 
ing. He appeared to be racing with another vehicle.” 

He said Karim then lost control of his vehicle and 
crashed through a fence further down the road. 

Karim initially denied driving a vehicle without due care 
and attention but pleaded guilty on the day of his trial. He 
also admitted an offence of failing to stop. 

Mr Gerry Vahey, representing Karim, said his client, 
who denied racing any other vehicle, had co-operated with 
the police. Magistrates handed Karim a 23-week prison 
sentence, suspended for 12 months. He was ordered to do 
120 hours unpaid work and was disqualified from driving 
for 12 months. He will also have to pay £200 costs and £115 
victim surcharge. 


Looking to protect 
more green spaces

SEVEN green areas across a Black Country borough look 
likely to be added to a list of nature conservation sites. 

Council bosses in Sandwell were to discuss the recom¬ 
mendation to designate seven areas as Sites of Local Im¬ 
portance for Nature Conservation (SLINCs) at a cabinet 
meeting yesterday (Wednesday) .It will include Bullers 
Open Space, Tipton; Market Place, Tipton; Merry Hill; 
Smethwick; River Tame Corridor, Oldbury; Whitecrest, 
Great Barr; Woden Road East, Wednesbury, and Portway 
Hill, Rowley Regis. 

The designations provide up-to-date evidence for plan¬ 
ners to protect local nature when making planning deci¬ 
sions. 

Councillor Paul Moore, Sandwell Council’s cabinet mem¬ 
ber for regeneration and economic investment, said: “Our 
green spaces make Sandwell a more attractive place for 
people to live, work, play and invest. 

“They can also encourage people to improve their phys¬ 
ical and mental health and attract new housing to places 
where people want to live.” 

Man, 51, jailed after 
sexually abusing boys 

THE director of a theatre company who sexually abused 
two teenagers has started an eight year jail sentence. Bach¬ 
elor Ian Jones, aged 51, repeatedly had sex with one boy 
and paid for naked pictures of the other. 

Wolverhampton Crown Court heard one of the victims 
had known Jones since he was under the age of 10 and 
was a young teenager when the abuse started. It continued 
for four years, during which time Jones threatened to drop 
him from the company unless he continued to have sex 
every two or three weeks. At least one of the sex sessions 
was videoed by Jones. The defendant paid £60 for the other 
youth to send him two naked pictures. 

Jones from Central Drive, Lower Gornal, had insisted he 
was not guilty before changing his plea just weeks before he 
was due to stand trial. He admitted charges including incit¬ 
ing a child to become involved in pornography, attempting 
to engage in sexual activity and sexual assault. 


west Midlands economy is 
outperforming rest of UK 


THE West Midlands econo¬ 
my is outperforming the rest 
of the UK due to the strength 
of its manufacturing output, 
according to a new report. 

The Midlands Economic Forum 
regional monitor for August showed 
that firms in the West Midlands saw 
business activity increase at a quicker 
pace than any other region in the UK. 


In the monthly report it is noted 
that business confidence is under 
pressure from ‘Br exit-related un¬ 
certainty’, although it is said to be 
‘stronger in the Midlands due to ro¬ 
bust manufacturing output’. 

The latest West Midlands Business 
Activity PMI rose to 58.6 in August 
from 56.7 in July, putting the region 
at the top of the pile. The UK figure 
was 54. 


Professor Julian Beer, deputy 
vice-chancellor at Birmingham City 
University, said: “Once again, the 
Midlands is showing strong perfor¬ 
mance compared to, and in some cases 
in contrast to, the rest of the UK. 

“This strong performance of the 
region is despite regional infrastruc¬ 
ture being at or near capacity in many 
cases, and skills shortages in some key 
regional industries.”

THREE generations of one family 
will lace up their running shoes this 
month to remember one of their 
own who died at just 23 days old.

Fought 

Jennie, 38, who now lives in 
Featherstone, said: “She is never 
forgotten and we are raising money 
for the hospital who fought so hard 
to save Ella.” 

Jennie will be joined by eldest 
daughter Chelsea Stanway, 20, El¬ 


la’s aunties Kellie Dean, 40, from 
Stafford, and Trace Mace, 45, and 
grandad, Dave McLean, 68, who 
lives in Highley, near Bridgnorth. 

The run will take place on Sep¬ 
tember 24, which is just a fortnight 
after the anniversary of when Ella 
lost her battle for life on September 
11 . 

Mr McLean, said: “Her twin Millie 
is now a beautiful, bubbly, healthy 
seven-year-old, but the heartache 
of losing her sister Ella is still con¬ 
stantly felt by all family members.” 

The family are getting close to 
reaching their target to raise £500. 

The run starts at 10.30am and the 
route will go past Stafford Leisure 
Centrend entering Victoria Park be¬ 
fore returning to the finish in Mar¬ 
ket Square.

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No council 
'knee-jerk' 
reaction on 
sprinklers 


FURTHER research on the benefit of sprin¬ 
klers in high-rise flats is needed before mon¬ 
ey is spent on installing them, according to 
council bosses. 

A senior Dudley councillor said the authority 
should be wary of making a ‘knee-jerk reaction’ over 
sprinklers, following the Grenfell Tower disaster in 
London in which at least 80 people died. 


Council chiefs have dis¬ 
cussed what has been done 
in the wake of the horrific 
tower block blaze to reas¬ 
sure residents and maintain 
their safety. 

The latest cabinet meet¬ 
ing included a full review 
into each of the tower blocks 
in the borough and testing 
whether they had any of 
the aluminium composite 
cladding which is believed 
to have helped the Grenfell 
fire to spread so quickly and 
with such devastating effect. 

No blocks in Dudley were 
found to have this sort of 
cladding or to be unsafe. 

Tragic 

Councillor Les Jones, 
Conservative councillor for 
Pedmore and Stourbridge 
East ward, told the meet¬ 
ing: “We all know about the 
tragic event that took place 
at Grenfell Tower and the 
immediate steps we were 
asked to take to look at our 
own blocks in the borough. 

“We did that because we 
wanted to make sure peo¬ 
ple living in those buildings 
were safe. We believe we are 
taking every precaution we 
can for those residents. 

“But we must not be

forced into a knee-jerk reac¬ 
tion of spending millions on 
things that are not necessar¬ 
ily helpful. Sprinklers, for 
example. The fire service is 
not always for them as they 
can prove to be a hazard to 
officers looking to gain ac¬ 
cess and once inside.” 

But Councillor Judy Fos¬ 
ter, Labour councillor for 
Brockmoor and Pensnett 
ward said: “I disagree. The 
fire service say that they do 
support the use of sprinklers 
but that in certain buildings 
and scenarios, these are not 
always appropriate.” 

Further information will 
be relayed to the public as 
part of the review. 

Meanwhile, tower block 
tenants in Dudley will be 
asked to tell the council 
themselves if they are hav¬ 
ing work done on gas and 
electric meters after a gap 
in communication with con¬ 
tractors was revealed. 

Dudley Council said com¬ 
panies that carry out work 
at its properties were not 
obliged to inform them, so it 
could be down to residents 
to alert them to changes.

“But we are very pleased with how it 
has gone. The traders and the exhibi¬ 
tors were really pleased with the feed¬ 
back they were getting from the people 
of Tipton. There was lots going on, we 


had over 60 narrowboats on display, 
some historic some trip boats that peo¬ 
ple could ride on. There was a car boot 
and a funfair. The glass blowing in 
particular caught everyone’s interest. 

“Then on Saturday and Sunday we 
have had a lot of historical re-enact¬ 
ments with singing and dancing.

Home extension 
plans made easier 

PEOPLE in Dudley borough could benefit from a more 
‘streamlined’ approach when seeking planning permission 
on extensions to their homes after council bosses approved 
a new system. 

According to the new ‘householder extensions local de¬ 
velopment order design guidance’, people will no longer 
have to pay a substantial fee or go through lengthy plan¬ 
ning application over an extension. 

The aim is to make it easier for people to extend their 
properties but they must consult with their neighbours be¬ 
forehand and adhere to building regulations. 

Councillor David Spark had some concerns. He said: “No 
doubt everyone will accept and support the change but we 
need to be aware that ward councillors have to deal with 
a lot of the problems faced by residents when neighbours 
build unsightly or obstructive extensions without consid¬ 
eration. 

“I understand that it will streamline the process, but 
we need to make it clear to people that there will be con¬ 
sequences and they will be liable for legal action if their 
extensions do not adhere to building regulations.” 

Regular planning permission routes will remain for 
larger developments. 

The paper was approved by the council cabinet and will 
be amended before going to full council in the coming 
weeks.

She plans to spend the next 
seven weeks proactively working with her doctors to heal 
from this and past traumas that still affect her daily life, 
and result in severe physical pain in her body. She wants 
to give her fans the best version of the show she built for 
them when the tour resumes.”

Steel group's merger may 
now be 'just weeks away' 


A MERGER of Tata Steel’s 
UK operations could be just 
weeks away, according to 
the German firm currently 
talking to its management. 

Rumours of a deal between the 
European and UK operations of the 
Indian steel group Tata and the Thys- 
senKrupp group date back more than 
a year. 


But Tata’s £15 billion British Steel 
Pension Fund proved a major block. 
Last week, however, a deal with un¬ 
ions, pension fund trustees and the 
pensions regulator meant Tata Steel 
was finally able to shed the fund. It 
has also given the fund trustees a one 
third stake in the business and a pay¬ 
ment of £550 million. 

That clears the way for a merger 
deal with Thyssenkrupp, a German 


steel group that already has around 
half a dozen sites in the UK, including 
a national head office in Solihull and 
plants in Cradley Heath and Birming¬ 
ham. Worldwide it employs 155,000 
people. 

Tata Steel Europe employs 8,500 in 
the UK with major sites at Port Talbot 
and Hartlepool. It includes 600 in the 
Black Country, at plants in Wednes- 
field, Brierley Hill and Walsall.

New ratings on 
piercing and 
tattoo hygiene 

A NEW hygiene ratings scheme to keep 
people informed when getting tattoos and 
piercings has been launched. 

Dudley Council has unveiled the new 
scheme which allows people to check the 
hygiene ratings of businesses before they 
get their tattoos or piercings. 

The programme, similar to the food hy¬ 
giene ratings system which has been run¬ 
ning for a number of years, aims to raise 
hygiene standards in the borough and help 
ensure members of the public are in the 
loop when deciding which studio business 
to use. 

It also includes businesses that offer 
semi-permanent make-up. The scheme is 
voluntary and businesses have to apply to 
be part of the ratings system. 

Councillor Peter Miller, cabinet member 
for health and wellbeing, said: “Often peo¬ 
ple go for the places that offer the cheapest 
deals or the best artwork. 

“Hygiene is such a massive issue and 
should be part of that decision-making 
when choosing somewhere to get a tattoo 
or piercing.” 

People will be able to see the scores of 
all businesses by visiting dudley.gov.uk and 
searching for tattoos and piercings. 

Overgrown churchyard

Stand up is about 
instant gratification 


H e fancied doing something 
when he was planning 
his autumn tour for 2017. 

So Mark Watson decided 
to take the most contrary 
approach possible. He 
named his tour MW and only agreed to 
visit towns and cities where either the 
place or the venue began with one of 
those consonants. So while Mawnan 
Smith, Much Wenlock (double points - 
an M and a W) and Middle Wallop were 
in, Stafford, Lichfield and other non- 
MW towns were out. 

The novel approach was intended not just to give 
Watson a talking point - and that, it surely does. It was 
also designed so that he’d visit off-the-beaten track towns 
- he’s surely never played Westbury-on-Trym before - 
ahead of a return to a tried and tested path next year. 

Happily, the Mac, at Birmingham, gave him the 
opportunity to visit the Second City and Mark will be in 
town on October 6. 

He’s enjoyed mixing it up and visiting new venues. 

“It’s hard to get round all the places you want to go to 
when you book a tour. No matter where you go, people 
will tell us we didn’t go to the right place. So we were 
thinking of a way to whittle it down. As a joke, we had 
neon initials made of an M and a W. 

“So the beginning of the joke was that we only played 
places that began with M or W. Gradually we started 
to gather places together and realised that there were 
enough to do a tour. It’s quite a nice schedule of places I 
haven’t been to before.” 

ALPHABET 

MW will, therefore, ruminate on Mark’s unique 
approach to touring. But fans can expect a little more 
than Watson’s alphabet soup. And visiting new venues 
and new towns means he’s more likely to improvise than 
if he’s returning to favourite haunts. 

“There’s certain material I’ll do and have confidence 
in. But it’s much more challenging in a new town; it 
certainly puts you on your mettle. But that’s no bad thing. 
It provides you with more of a chance to interact with the 
audience because you’re learning on the spot.” 

Mark will dwell on the need for people to understand 
one another and empathy on his present tour. The 
material has gone down well and Mark’s enjoying his 
time on the road, with shows through to February. Bigger 
things lie ahead. 

“One of the reasons why I like the MW thing is that 
it’s a rogue tour between bigger tours. If you do 80 or 
90 shows, there are some bits, some chunks, that you 
get a little sick of. It’s impossible not to. And I think 
the moment I feel that, the audience can tell because 
the freshness goes. So this set of shows are special 
because that can’t happen. 

“I like having enough of a script to never 
completely run out of material, but at the same time I 
will go off piste as often as I can, especially if there’; 
interesting stuff in the audience. Sometimes I’ll be 
asking the audience to write down things that I can 
mess around with. I tend to see it as a good thing 
if I can go off piste because I know I can get it 
back. As I get more experienced, I get better at 
steering the show. 

“Years ago I did an interview with Eddie 
Izzard when I was doing work experience as 
a young ‘un. He talked about a gig being like 
a motorway journey, you can go straight on 
but it’s more interesting to go off on the little 
side roads. As long as you take it from one 
place to another, in between you can do as 
you like.” 

Mark is a happy tourer. He used to be 
ruthless about getting home after a show

but these days he likes to hang out. He’ll 
enjoy visiting new towns or dropping by 
to visit relatives if he’s in their neck of the 
woods. And if there’s a little downtime 
before a show, he can always turn his hand 
to writing. The Celebrity Island contestant is 
an accomplished wordsmith who has written 
six novels. He believes comedy and writing 
go hand in hand. 

“Both are about having ideas. I tend to use 
the novels to explore ideas in more depth and 
do stuff I wouldn’t normally do on stage. Quite a 
lot of novels or books are just an extension of what 
people do in real life. They’re different to the shows. 
Logistically, it’s quite difficult to do both because of 
the time they take. So I do a lot of writing on the road 
because otherwise it would be difficult to fit everything 
in. It’s sort of in my blood to be doing it. It’s natural to 
me to be doing that. 

“Stand-up is about adrenalin and instant gratification. 
The audience is there and they laugh right away. But 
book writing gives you a much longer sense of fulfilment. 
They work well together. If all I did was write books, 

I’d be bored. If I just did stand up, it would be 
too frenetic. So I’m happy doing both.”

F rom Escape to the Country to 
Relocation, Relocation, 
Relocation, there have been 
plenty of property programmes 
featuring people who want to 
escape the rat race and find their 
own rural retreat. 

However, some more cynical 
viewers may have wondered 
whether a follow-up programme 
would show that the house hunters 
were now blissfully happy with their 
decision and fully immersed in the 
local community, or if they’ve found 
that moving from a bustling city to 
the middle of nowhere was more of 
a culture shock than they initially 
expected.

THE words bespoke and boutique don’t 
exactly spring to mind when you think of a 
Thomas Cook holiday. 

They’ve cornered the market on the quintessential 
‘package holiday’, but now they have a new travel 
treasure up their sleeve. 

And I’m standing staring out over it, trying to figure 
out what’s in the fresh juice that’s just been blended at 
the juice bar opposite the reception area. It’s the type 
of welcome treat I would expect to find at a yoga retreat 
or spa. Even on my journey into Casa Cook Kos, in 
Greece, I knew something was different. 

Lush patches of greenery line either side of the road 
leading up to the property, and their purpose soon 
becomes apparent when I see a black and white sign 
with the words ‘Farm to Table’ written on it. I think I’ve 
just seen the vegetables and fruits I’ll be eating for the 
next few days. 

COMFORTING 

Seeing where your food is sourced from is 
comforting, but it also leaves no doubt in my mind that 
this is a new breed of hotel for Thomas Cook, aimed at 
a new market of travellers. 

Casa Cook Kos follows the successful brand launch 
of Casa Cook Rhodes, which opened last year. This 
second ambitious property is located on the northern 
coast of Kos, in Marmari, and is less than a 20-minute 
drive from the airport. 

The hotel aims to embrace the idea of parea, which 
roughly translated from Greek means a get-together 
with friends. It’s small, with only 100 rooms, so it really 
feels like you’re in a village oasis. 

I’m staying in a junior suite, midway in the five room 
options available. By far its most impressive feature is 
that it has its own swimming pool, well, one which is 


shared with the suite next door. And there’s a hammock 
on the balcony. The rooms are plush, they haven’t 
skimped on the decor. 

The beach is a goodlO-minute walk on either side 
before you hit any of the other resorts along the 
beachfront, so it feels really secluded. The sofa-like 
loungers also add to that luxury feeling. 

The beach club, To Kima, is definitely the hotel’s 
centrepiece and the perfect place to watch the 
spectacular Greek sunsets. 

The breakfast buffet at Casa Cook Kos is the scene- 


stealer. A large wooden table filled with bowls of fresh 
nuts, grains, honeys, homemade protein bars and more. 

The menus bear the stamp of chef Ettore Botrini, 
whose Athens restaurant, Botrini’s, was awarded a 
Michelin star in 2014. 

And things to do? My first attempt at stand-up paddle 
boarding, one of the activities on offer doesn’t end 
with me swallowing half of the Aegean. Luckily. Other 
activities on offer include horse riding and there’s a 
well-equipped gym. 

I also take part in an Aromatherapy oil-blending 


session, which includes being shown how to make my 
own infused honey - complete with herbs I pick from the 
hotel’s gardens. 

What about families? I wonder if there’s enough to 
keep children busy here, and my question is answered 
by a family I meet. 

Their 10-year-old daughter has done yoga with her 
mum, and tells me the shared pool their room has is 
her favourite element, because she’s made lots of new 
friends. This really is tailored to the new-age family.

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Audi cabriolet is good-looking 


and as nicely crafted as ever 



A chassis rethink transformed the car 


By Ian Donaldson 


It doesn’t take long - a few metres and a couple 
of potholes will do - to discover that the new Audi 
A5 Cabriolet is comfortably better than the car it 
replaces. 

For, like the A5 Coupe and four-door A5 Sportback it 
joined, this soft-top Audi aims to add more than style to 
the ownership experience. 

High on the list of must-have changes was comfort. 

Or as an Audi spokesman said: “The cars now have a 
much more compliant ride. It was perhaps a little bit too 
firm, especially for UK roads.” 

‘Hallelujah!,” you might shout in reply after years of 
Audisthat performed beautifully on (Germanically) 
smooth roads but went to pieces on a typically 
pockmarked UK surface. 

Better late than never, though. 

This chassis rethink has transformed the car, tested 
here in the latest Cabriolet form and as good looking 
and nicely crafted as ever. 

The two petrol engines are a 2.0 litre with 190 
horsepower and the 3.0 litre six-cylinder in the 155mph 
S5 range topper with its eight-speed auto gearbox and 
quattro four-wheel drive. 



The car is bigger but it is snug in the back 

It will hit 62mph in 5.1 seconds and consume petrol 
at an average of 36.2mpg in the official test, with 
C02 emissions of 177g/km and a list price topping 
£40,000. 

This latest A5 Cabriolet is a little longer (+47mm) and 
a fraction narrower (-8mm) than before. Stretching 
the distance between front and rear wheels by 14mm 
and designing thinner seats have improved space 
inside the cabin, though it remains snug for adult-sized 
passengers in the rear. 

They won’t mind the lack of stretching room in a car 
designed to look good with roof up or down - it retracts 
in 15 seconds at the prod of a switch and closes in 18 
seconds, both operations possible at up to 31mph, 
which will stop pedestrians in their tracks if attempted in 
a busy town centre. 

Practicality is assured by a boot that measures 380 
litres with the roof up or a still reasonable 320 litres with 
it folded. The rear seat has a 50/50 split if you need 
more luggage room and the boot lid now opens with the 
standard remote control key or a button in the driver’s 
door. 

Weight savings of up to a modest 40 kilos (it varies 
by version and the lightest newcomer still tips the 
scales at 1,690kgs) have come from moves as 
varied as high strength steel for the new front seats, 
an aluminium brake pedal - and even using lighter 
carpets. 

As well as adding lightness the latest cabriolet also 
has a stiffer body, always hard to achieve when you cut 
the metal roof off a design. That ought to reap benefits 
in both ride comfort and fewer squeaks and rattles from 
the roof. 

Or, in the case of this car, no squeaks or rattles at all. 
Yes, there was the mildest shimmy on bad surfaces but 
not enough to matter, or really even notice after the first 
couple of miles. 

Hood down and mesh wind deflector in place, a sunny 
day with 9C showing on the dash brings fresh air heaven 
even at a 70mph motorway cruise. 

Drop down to 60mph and you wonder if a hood is ever 
required apart from when the rain arrives - the cockpit is 
so cosy and quiet. 

There is plenty of pull when needed and you’d really 
not know a diesel was doing the work until you checked 
the trip computer to discover even used with enthusiasm 
the car is returning better than 40mpg. 

How comfortable does that make you feel...

Cat that's got a lot of go in its tank 


It’s a stylish package with its sporting saloon looks - wide open front grille, rake roof line and gentle side skirts

That can’t be right, I thought, as I stopped 
for coffee almost 200 miles into a long 
journey. The fuel gauge had barely moved 
and the on-board computer said ... that I 
still had a range of more than 500 miles. If 
I could have tapped the gauge (remember 
when you could do that to wake it up?) I 
would have. 

By the end of my journey, a total of 408 
miles, I had not run out of fuel and the gauge 
was spot on in accuracy. And that’s all down 
to the Wolverhampton-built simply superb 
Ingenium diesel sitting under the bonnet of 
my test car - the Jaguar XF R-Sport. It was 
the 2.0 i4 180PS version and if you need an 
executive car and have to pay for your fuel, 
this could be the one for you. 

Apparently, according to official figures, the 
66-litre tank will do 954 on a combined cycle. 
Now sorry Jaguar but that is a little far-fetched 
- yes I imagine it is possible but the drive 
would be so, so boring. 

However I was very pleased with my fuel 
returns for such a substantial car over a very 
busy week’s driving on all types of roads. Add 
C02 emissions of 114 g/km and the lure of 
this big cat makes it very attractive. 

It’s a spacious car but as a driver you 
feel cocooned in the cockpit. Snug in very 
comfortable and supportive seats that you 
can adjust to the perfect driving position 
for you. Finish is high quality, as you would 
expect, and all instrumentation is well-laid 
out and intuitive to use, especially the 
infotainment system with easy to see icons 
and also easy to use even when on the move. 
Climate and temperature controls are also 
easy to operate and a proper size.

- Prestige, R-sport, Portfolio or the range¬ 
topping S. The first three are available with 
either a 163PS or 180PS 2.0 litre Ingenium 
diesel engine with the option of AWD and 
Jaguar’s faultllessly smooth 8-speed auto 
box is also available.

And what a stylish package it is from the 
outside with its sporting saloon looks. There’s 
the wide open front grille, a raked roof line and 
gentle side skirts. 

At launch Jaguar’s director of design, Ian 
Callum, said: “I believe the all-new XF is 
the best-looking car in its class. Elegant, 


handsome and with proportions that imbue 
a great sense of integrity - the all-new XF is 
true to the great tradition of sporting Jaguar 
saloons while being completely of its time.”

Love remains strong 
for a great innovator 


HE’S one of cricket’s all-time great inno¬ 
vators. You name it, Ted Dexter’s done it. 

From hitting double centuries and captaining 
his country in Ashes series to winning domestic 
titles and being England’s chairman of selec¬ 
tors. 

Without the man known as ‘Lord Ted’ we may not 
have one-day cricket, central contracts or even indi¬ 
vidual Test rankings, for Ted had a big hand in the 
infancy of all three. 

And now, at the grand old age of 82, his desire for 
the game he loves is as strong as ever. He watches 
every England game on television and is even travel¬ 
ling Down Under this winter to take in an Ashes test. 

“My appetite for watching the game hasn’t lessened 
at all, I love it,” he said. “I’m an armchair critic if ever 
there was one! Occasionally I yell at the television set, 
usually at the commentators. Then I turn them off! 

“I watch all of England’s games on television. I re¬ 
ally don’t think I’d pay good money to see a Twenty20 
game but I quite like the 50-over game, that’s quite 
intellectual. And Test matches are very special. 

Adventure 

“I’m hoping to go for a few days and get to the Ad¬ 
elaide Test in November. Quite an adventure really, 
we didn’t use to think anything of it.” 

First things first, then. As a man who captained 
England in Australia, what does he think of the cur¬ 
rent team’s chances of success this winter? Australia 
as the home team has always got a bit of an edge,” 

Dexter, speaking at Wolverhampton Cricket Club, 
said: “It depends how we start. Andrew Strauss’s 
team (in 2010/11) played some of the best cricket ever 
seen by England over there. 

“I remember at Adelaide we never gave them a 
sixpence - the fielding was fantastic, we took all our 
catches and we were unstoppable.

him. We haven’t got anything absolutely outstanding 
in the bowling line-up but they’re all competent and 
do a job. Ben Stokes offers something a bit special and 
is a wonderful player. 

“Alastair Cook seems to be full of runs and has a 
great appetite for it, which is surprising considering 
what he’s done.” 

Dexter played 62 times for England in the 1950s 
and 60s, captaining them on 30 occasions 

He recently moved to Wolverhampton from France 
to be nearer his family. But wherever he goes you sus¬ 
pect he’s never far away from regaling his favourite 
cricket memory, when England took the lead in an 
Ashes series under Dexter’s stewardship in 1962. 

“The stand-out memory is from Melbourne when 
we beat Australia to go 1-0 up in the series - it was 
a great win,” he said. “We really showed some good 
form. I don’t think they’d ever seen an England team 
play like we did. 

“We played an Australian XI just before that game. 
Now it wouldn’t be so extraordinary, but we got 435 
on the first day and all the media really sat up. 

“As a result of that we got superb crowds - we had 
over 300,000 people watch in the five days. There 
were more than 40,000 in on the last day when we 
needed 250 to win, which we proceeded to do....that 
was a high!” 

The five-match series finished 1-1 and Dexter had 
more than made his mark with scores of 70, 99, 93 


and 52 in his first four innings, part of a series of six 
consecutive half-centuries. 

A swashbuckling player, it’s no surprise Dexter 
thinks he’d be handy at Twenty20 cricket - not that 
he particularly enjoys watching it. 

“Twenty20 is good fun but it’s hit and miss,” he 
said. “Whether you get wickets or runs is largely co¬ 
incidental. I’d have enjoyed playing it though, I think. 

“We used to play 40-over cricket on Sundays and I 
said it’s good fun to play because it’s more of a team 
game. People talk about the benefits of team cricket 
and character and everything like that but actually 
proper cricket is an individual game, not like football, 
somebody’s got to pass you the ball. 

“In cricket you walk out there and there’s nobody 
helping you. People catch catches but that’s about it. 

“The 40-over game, everybody had to pull their 
weight, particularly fielding, every run counted. And 
running between the wickets you had to be really on 
the ball.” 

Proud 

Dexter’s trailblazing in Sunday cricket led to the 
formation of what’s now known as one-day cricket, 
one of several innovations from his varied and unfor¬ 
gettable career. 

“It makes me proud,” he added. “A few things I 
started have taken root. When I took the job as chair¬ 
man of selectors I said I don’t want to do it, but if you 
want to give me overall responsibility for the whole 
running of international cricket I’ll do it. 

“I was the first person to give players what they 
called winter contracts. Slowly they became fully em¬ 
ployed and they’re now making a lot of money! 

“In those days there really wasn’t much money 
but to get on the tour was important, that was your 
winter money. I look back on my career with great 
affection, they were great years. 

“I’m very lucky to have been involved, led the side 
to Australia where we did very well. You’re coming 
down from a high after that and you have to go to 
work and wonder what you’re going to do with the 
rest of your life. But I’ve had a great life.”
